Caution Urged 
In Adoption

TTWERY year there are approx 
Jjj imately 16,000 American chil 
dren placed for adoption. Whid 
means, taking more approximate 
figures, about 60 homes competinj 
for each child or 59 homes that 
would be open to a homeless young­ 
ster which are doomed to disappoint­ 
ment. Of the 16,000 children only 
about one-tenth are placed by recog­ 
nized adoption-agencies; the rest are 
either out-and-ont bootleg affairs or 
in the hands of inexperienced doc­ 
tors who are doing the best they can 
to see that homeless youngsters find 
the protection and love they need.

On the other side of the picture 
are about 1 million childless fami­ 
lies in the United States who would 
like to adopt a child but are ham- 
pered by the bottleneck of social 
workers with mdre psychology than 
good sense who insist that mothers 
keep their children with them no 
matter how ill-equipped they may 
be for caring for the children. These
figur been obtained from ex­
perts by Gretta Palmer who writes 
What's Wrong with Adoption T" 

for the February issue of Cosmo­ 
politan Magazine.

Investigating the situation which 
dooms 499 families to childlessness 
}r to resorting to unauthorized agen­ 
cies for .adoption Miss Palmer un­ 
covered such figures is these:

300,000 children in this country 
living separated from their parents 
in paid foster homes or institutions, 
who are not available for adoption. 

For the reason given by social 
workers, statisticians and would-be 
foster parents. Miss Palmer was told 
that the one fact responsible for this 
condition is that social workers use 
every inducement to prevent unmar­ 
ried mothers from surrendering 
their children for adoption, even 

hen .the chances are that the chll-. 
dren will have to be placed in insti­ 
tutions: Since three out of every four 
children adopted by non-relatives 
are born out of wedlock that makes 
a strong evidence of the hitch in 
adopting children.

The United States Children's Bu­ 
reau has found that nearly half of 
all unmarried mothers are under 
wenty-one. A recent study showed 

that of 345 unmarried mothers, 164
were in domestic service; 94 were
